" BSTRANGEMENT OF A 
KOWLOON COUPLE. 


A claim for -maintennnce and 
the legal custody of two children 
was made by Mra, 1 Gladstone 
gagainst her husband, A. F, Glad- 
atone, before Mr. Schafiebd at tho 
Central Polles Court yesterday 
afternoon, on : 

Mr. 15.0. Brooks appeared for 
the complainant while Mr. DB. 
Evans represented the husband. 

The. parties, according to Mr. 
Brooks, were married in Shanschai 
in 1926 and had two — children, 
aged five and three. The hus- 
band's position waa not very good 
at the time andthe wife assisted 
by herself worklruz. : 

Mr, Brooks went on to deseribe 
alleged acts of cruelty on which 
he was relying ‘for the order. He 
mentioned two instances in which 
the husband was alleged. to have 
struck his wife. Sometime after 
their arrival in Hongkong the 
complainant found she could not 
live with the defendant and a deed 
of separation was drawn ap. The 
defenitant agreed not te molest the 
complainant, but on several ce 
caslons the covenant had been 
broken, It was nso agreed that 
the defendant should pay a month. 
ly allowance of $10 to the com- 
plainant, but he hnd never ot any 
time paid her any money, The 
sum of S10 was fixed at that Ume 
becnuse the defendant was not in 
a eood financial position, Le tnd 
arranged to have the two children 
kept iy a bonrding house, but be 
merely paid a nominal fee for their 
board io he was friendly with the 
proprictor.

FOOTBALL DISPUTE. ° 


MR, M. K, LO’'S EFFORTS TO 
FIND SOLUTION. 


The followlng correspondence has 
ppssed between Mr. M. K. Lo ard 
r. J. Ormiston, Chairman of the 
Hongkong Football Association, ré- 
garding tho unfortunate dispute be- 
tween the Association and the Chinese 
Cluba: ' 
Hongkong, Oct. 15. 
To J. Ormiston £Esq., Chairman, 
Hongkong Football Association. 
Dear Mr. Ormiston,—In reading tha 
various comments in the English 
Papers concerning the resignation of 
the Chinese Football Clubs from the 
Hongkong Football Association, which 
must be n matter of intense resgrot.to 
all who are interested in local Sport, 
I wan struck by the following observa- 
tion of ‘Wanderer’ in the course of his 
article, which’ appeared. in tho 
Honpkong Telegraph of October 7: 
.+ . If both parties exhibit nn 
carnest desire to scttle tho matter, 
a solution will easily -be found. 
There must be give and take when 
* both aides are convinced of the cor- 
rectness of — their respective 
attitudes, but some-one (even on ac- 
ceptable outsider) must make the 
first move. 


An an outalder, I now write to offer 
« suggestion for the consideration of 
your Association. I do not disguise 
my personal interest in this matter, 
but I regard myself as an outsider in 
the rense that I hold no executive 
position In any of the Chinese Foot- 
ball Clubs; that my action is not the 
result of any hint given b; either 
party, and that my sole otive {a to 
aeck some means of terminating the 
prevent dispute detweon your Associa. 
tion and its Chinese mombers. 


Arbitration Suggested. 


The suggestion I make is that the 
whole inntter be referred to arbitra- 
tion. And if arbitration be agreed to, 
{t neems clearly desirable that one 
single arbitrator be appointsd. | But 
in this case the obvious dificuity of 


| course is to suggest an arbitrator 


who, by virtue of his position, hia 
judicial tempernment, and his sports- 
manship, would command unquestion- 
ed respect in the whole Colory. Af- 
ter seriuusly caneidering the matter, 
1 have come to the conclusion that 
there could be no fitter person to be 
arbitrntor in this case than His 
Honour Mr. Justice RE. Lindsell if 
he would be so kind as to oct, and I 
accordingly suggest that he be av- 
pointed sole arbitrator. 

But to my mind, arbitration, an a 
means of terminating the present un- 
happy position, is unlikely to be ne- 
ceptable to cither party unless the 
mat ora to be referred are such nx 
to enable the arbitrator to deal with 
the case exhaustively and comprehrn- 
sively. In other words, I feel that 
the value of the arbitration must de- 
pend: upon the sufficiency of the 
agreed terma of reference. I there- 
fore venture to suggest that the terms 
of raferchce should be as follows:

I may mentiem that I have wun 
officially sounded severnt’ leading 
memberr of the various Chinrsc 
Football Clubs, and T am given to 
underatand that, after T havo obtained 
your Association’s consent to the 
arbitration, which would demonstrate 
your Anaoclation’a willingness to 
adjuxt matters by this sportamanlike 
method, f would in all probability be 
able to accure the unanimous consen 
of alt thr Chinese Clubs. T should 

sonnlly feel much gratified If the 
arbitration could go throurh as 
have suggested, not only becanse It 
offers an nttrnetive solution to the 
present difficulty, 
general acceptance of the single, 
arbitrator would imply, and exemplify, 
the recognition that in the Realm bf 
Sport there is na distinction of Race 
or Creed.—Yours sincerely, 
‘ (Sed.)'

MISSIONARY KILLED 
BY LION. 


SHOT-GUN FAILS. 


Capetown, Sept. 18. 

While attempting to recapture a 
lion which had broken awny from 
a trap, the Rev. MJ Taylor, an 
Amerioan missionary in Northern 
Rhodesia since 1907, was so bad- 
ly mauled by the animal that he 
died.

OW that Viscount Ceell has 
curneatly called the atten- 

tion of the League of Nations As- 
sembly to the report on interna- 
tional debts made by the Wiggin 
Committee under auspices of the 
Bank for International Settle- 
ments, queries probably will be re- 


Vnoewed as to whether the report 


actually meant what it bas gen- 
declared too menn— 
namely, a substantial reduction af 
German reparations and allied 
war debts—and if se, why it did 
not gay so more plainly. Yet the 
mystery dissolves upon an exami- 
nation of the facts. 

Raymond Poneare once told a 
committer, of technical experts: 
“You will be tempted to write 
your report as if the problem were 
hine-tenths technical and one- 
tenth political,” What Poincare 
meant was that the experts must 
not forget the human equation, 

Periodically the statesmen have 
found themselves in an impass 
over the international economic 
obstacles which have arisen since 
the Treaty of Versailles. The 
cause has then been remitted to a 
committee of financial experts. 
But the experts have not been al- 
lowed to forget the human equa- 
tion; in other words, polities. 

The members ‘of the Wiguin 
Committee set up by the recent re- 
parations conference at London 
were not told to bring forth any 
politico-Anancial solutions, They 
were to “Inquire into the imme- 
dinte and further needs of Ge 
many and study the poasiblliti 
of converting a portion of her 
short-term credits into long-term 
credits.” It was perhaps hoped 
that they might do. more. The 
statesmen apparently wanted the 
bankers to yo ahead and do some- 
thing on their-own responsibility 
in helping to put Germany back 
on her feet. At least, they hoped 
the problem would be kept in cold 
storage for a while,”

With embarrassing prompti- 
tude the committee rendered its 
report. Only on the first part of 
the agenda was concrete action 
taken. Forcign short-term — cre- 
dits in Germany had already been 
frozen by sn quasi control of the 
exchange mies ‘ns order to al- 
low the Ger uans to litt these re- 
atrictions, the committec formulat- 
ed a “gentlemen's agreement” 
amony private bankers to Tet their 
money “atay put’ at least for six 
months.

This docs not. emerge explicitly 
from the report, but it is between 
every line, and for that _ reason 
justifies the head-lines, The 'In- ° 
ference is sustained by the fact 
that every member of the com- 
mittee has gone on record at some 
time as a revisionist Even the 
French and Belgians Were aAlgna- 
tories of the Young report under 
which two-thirds of the reparation 
liability would be blotted’ out in 
return for similar remission on 
war debts. fen

AT UNIVERSITY. 


FR, FINN ADDRESSES THE 
EDUCATIONAL SOCIETY. 


Spenking at the aixth general 
meeting . of the Edueatlonal 
Socicty, - Hongkong. University; 
last night, Father D. J. Finn, 
S.L, delivered a lecture on 
“Sources of Western Culture,” a 
Jecture which “was illustrated 
with Inntern slides, chiefly of 
sculpture and architecture, in the 
course of which he explained the 
significance ox memorials of the 
phases of Westorn culture, 


He anid: Culture is but an- 
other word. for cultivation, or 
tending, and: refers ‘primarily to 
planta: ax we conceive all growth 
to have a likeness to that of 
planta which [s so obvious, it 
was natural to usc the word 
“culture” for the training,, de- 
velopment and refinement of 
mind, taste and manners, and s0 
it comes to stand for the con- 
dition .of being thus refined. 
From that the next step to the 
indicntion of “the intellectual 
basis of civiliantion” {a easy. 
Thus the Ozford Dicttonary de- 
fines the awkward word in my 
title, and thua T take it for tha 
purpose of my few words. 


Rut civillaation presents a vast 
field, whether you take necount 
of times, placea or types; 30 we 
are concerned only with Western 
culture, that is, of certain lamls 
Wert, let us say of the merid’an 
sOF—weast of that Ifes the Aegetn 
roast of Asin Minor and the 
foral points of | Mediterranean 
civilisation. This in the type of 
culture that has become rurepean 
while absorbing other elementn 
that it did not originally powsesa. 
and it is of thia tvpe of culture 
that the two Americas, North 
and South, are Colonics, 


Greeee and Kome. 


It will now be patent that the 
eources: must include Greece and 
Rome, for these are the foci of 
Medfterranean civilisation in its 
distinctive manifestations, But 
locking at Western culture as it 
exists. to-day, one must — tuke 
aecount of the lapse of 26 
centuries and the wider area; 
therefore two other perioda call 
for note—the mediaeval, any the 
13th century, «and the Renais- 
sance, : 


Of course it would be presump- 
tuous beyond the reach of mere 
‘folly to set about describing or 
discussing four such periods in 
one short lecturc. An expert. 
would complain If he had to ex- 
haust one of the perioda in a 
Himited series of talks. My 
purpose is to set forth the most 
distinctive notes of each and to 
illustrate ench period with some 
views of typical, monuments or 
artistic productions. A contract- 


ed survey may have the merit of . 


emphasis and contrast. 


Our first source then Is Greece 
—and for our purposes we may 
tuke the one City of Athens at 
rone definite period—ahout 450 
B.C. to 350 B.C, It ia not the 
absolute well-spring of that type 
of culture, There were — cariier 
and powerful cultures with which 
Greeee had contact, from which 
Greece lenrned much and derived 
elements, of the greatest benefit 
to herself, We are indebted to 
Greece for the priceless gift of 
the alphabet. bul Greece had

Yet, in 
tho period wo chooso—Lao- Tare 
and Confucius were dead not yet 
0 years—-Groecd stood distinct 
and auprome, and Athens savas, 
according to Pericles, “an educa- 
tion to Grocce, and her mombors 
yield to none,.man by man, for 
Independence of . spirit, .many- 
sidodnosa of attainment... and 
complete self-reliance in Simba 
and brain.” . 


Oxford Training. 


Pericles wan not short-sighted 
for the West is agrecd- to find 
in the then Athena unageoing 
modela of perfection in the: com- 
position of history and of drama 
in the examinntlon of  deop 
philosophical problems, in the 
art of persuading men by public 
speech in the rendering of beauty 
Into art. Athens furnishes the 
exemplary of well-balanced thought 
of jurt emphasis, of directness and 
of truth to nature. There iy on 
netuality and a humosilty in its 
Ilterature that can nqyer tarnish. 
Hongkong might be reminded that 
Oxford trning statesmen and ad- 
ministrators on the study of the 
Athenian Thucydides and the 
Athenian Plato. 


As for Rome, the Rome of the 
Republic nnd the Cresnra, its 
ureat contributions have been the 
transmission of the Greek — in- 
heritanee, though somewhat alter- 
ll by ita own atamp of pragmatiam 
und studious observation. Then, 
too, the all-pervading influence of 
the Latin tongue Cit is still so 
much the Jvarned tongue that 
Chinese botanists must learn it if 
they would speak internationally) 
but above all the influence on the 
legal thought, legal codes,  Jegal 
exnetitudes of the West. 

With the mediaeval period, a 
new foree entered on the atage; the 
powerful directive spirit of — or- 
yanised Christianity. lt embodied 
much of the old Roman spirit of 
law and institution, added to the 
rtrong morn! code which has left 
an indelible ‘imprint on the: West 
~“the highest moral tradition of 
the West and of the Mediterranean 
peoples” (Le Bras). 

The building of the Cathedrals 
ia typical of the aye, and that 
architecture ja one of the inspira- 
tions of the West. What is more 
evident even to us in the East is 
the University and the Grammar 
Sthool, which are distinctive pro- 
ducts -of the Middle Ages, * In the 
Universities, scholastic philosophy 
set. about the synthesis of all 
knowledge,’ guaranteed the supre- 
macy of reason among hyman 
faeutties, und sharpened the wits 
of its students. . Renaissance 


|scholara were more indebted to the 


seholastics than they cured to 


acknowledge. 
The Renaixsance. 


With the Renaissance there aps 
peared the power of wenlth and 
magnificence, with the princely 
patron, the princely moerchant 
and .the princely learning. 
Art and sclence —_ recognise 
individual names as marking their 
ndvance. Man. is more’ satisfied 
with himself and his place ino 


scheme of things worked out to | 


suit himself, Ever since then the 
West has been living in similar 
sentiments, except that they have 
become more and more democratic. 
Of the very obvious implication of 
the Renaissance the return to the 


Ancients, its results have been so. 


obvious that they have not all 
been outlived yet. Whether that 
return did nbt mean a deluy in 
the natural development of Europe 
ix a doubt that crogses men’s minds 
more and more in recent yeurs.
